The end use should largely determine 
the choice of fabric and design and 
several simple designs are shown in 
color.

Beads 


Beads may have been one of primi- 
tive man’s first luxuries. The word 


comes from the Anglo-Saxon bede, a 
prayer. The longer, tubular varieties 
are called bugles. Their historical back- 


ground is given including the fact that 
Stanley took some along when he went 
looking for Livingstone in Africa. 
Glass, pearl, jet and coral are among 
the various beads described and the 
book is enlivened by 231 sketches by 
the author of traditional and contem- 
porary examples which suggest numer- 
ous applications to beadwork. Direc- 
tions are given for making a simple 
bead loom and many unusual beads.
